LONDON, July 13.—General Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, “Dry Czar" of 
the United States, with six assvo-

The General will confer tomor- 
row with Alanson LB. Houghton, the 
United\ States Ambassador, who 
will tell him of the proposal of the 
British government for an exami- 
nation of the system under which 
liquor is cleared from British ports. 

Ambassador Houghton, it is lear- 
ned on the best of authority, will 
inform General Andrews of the 
British Board of Trade’s readiness 
to facilitate an American investi- 
gation, but the general, and his 
asyociates, probably will learn in 
‘the discussions that while the 
board of trade is prepared to fur- 
nish complete information regard- 
ing clearances of liquor” from 
Britain, it is not prepared to re- 
commend that the British govern- 
meht take any action contrary to 
International laws affecting ship- 
ping. 

This may be taken to mean that 
the British government is not pre- 
pared to place an embargo on con- 
signments of lHquor to countries 
and islands of the Western Seas, 
providing the bills of lading have 
been honestly filled in.

The Feeling for Color Asserts Itself in Household Linens

HAT is newest in household embroideries? 
A What colors are combined in the decoration of kitchen and 
pantry furnishings? 

These questions are frequently heard at the art embroidery 
counters of the various large and small stores these days. \Vomen are 
hearing so much about the psychology of dress and the influence of one’s 
surroundings upon one’s temperament and efficiency, that even such 
hitherto unconsidered articles as kitchen towels are receiving consider- 
ation as to their proper color and mode of decoration.

HAYWARD, July 18.—Sought for 
seven years since breaking, pri- 
gon in Alabama, Louis’ Bishop 
alias Floyd Myers, described in 
as “a dangerous mtir- 
derer,” was taken into custody to- 
day.

PAUL SMITH, N, Y., July 13. 
President Coolidge tonight 
determined that the influence of 
the United States shall continue 
in a final effort to compel 
nations of Europe to lift the 
heavy load of armament off the 
backs of their people. 

Despite the jealous _ rivalries 
which threaten the ultimate col- 
lapse of the League of Nations

The attitude of France and Eng- 
land, one striving to maintain a 
military, the other a naval sup- 
ériority, has disappointed the ad- 
ministration. 

President Coolidge consented to 
enter the United States into this 
conference with much misgiving. 
He wanted the nations of Europe 
to ratify the security pact. That 
wewld have provided at least the 
moral guarantees ocrainst accvres- 
sien, he believed. 

With that donc, 
invited them to 
consider further 
naval forces... But he had been 
preaching peace among nations 
and when the League of Nations’ 
invilation came, he could not af- 
ford to reject it, no matter how 
much he. felt such a conference 
would produce only fruitless bick- 
ering.
